Under date of Sept. 20 J. Henry Broeks
published a letter in the New York
Evening Post with purpose to prove that
Mr. Dlaine in this letter did not stale
the truth. Mr, Brooks gives & circum-
stantial account of the organization in
1880 of the assesiation knowas the “Pro-
prietors of the Hope furmace tract.” The
object was to purchase of William D.
Les, of Newark, Ohio, an undivided two-
thirds Interest in 10,810 aeres of land in
Vinton and Athens Counties, Ohio.
Through Mr. Lee's solicltation Mr.
Blaine (says Mr. Brooks) signed the ar-
tioles of association, and subseribed for
one block of stock ($25,000), A lotter
from Mr, Blaine is publighed to show
that in December 1850, he inclesed a
draft on Elkins in payment of his sub-
seription to theHope Furnase enterprise,
The Hope Furnaee Association was ulti-
mately merged into the Standard Cosl
and Iton Company, and copy of voucher
given by Elkins in May, 1882, is publish-
ed to show that he, Elkins, received of
Brooks #50,000 of the first morigage
bonds of the Standard Coal and Iron Co.
on account of James G. Blaine. This
¢irenmstantial aecount 18 paraded by
Mr. Brooks im the New York Eyening
Post, and the New York Times to create
the impression that Mr. Blaine did not
tell the truth in his letter t0 Colonel
Bundy. Special stress is Iaid upon the
receipt given by Elkins in 1882, as
though this elinched the business and
sonvieted Blaine of falsehood.

On the day after the Brooks letfer ap-
peared in the Post, W. D. Lee, the party
ynost eoneerned in the transaction, wrote
the New York Tribune:

Tn 1880 I solicited Mr., Blaine
through the Hon. Thomas Ewing, my
attocney, to sabseribe for one share in
what was styled the “Hope Furnaes
Tract Assosiation,” which he did, and
for whieh he was to pay $25,000. This
subscription was made and pald upon
the econdition that if at the end of two
years Mr, Blaine should decide not to
take the one share, them upon notice to
that effeet I agreed to refund the amount
Euld with six per eent interest, and the

ransaetion should be regarded as a loan,

At the end of the twe yeara Mr. Blalne
notified me he preferred mot to take the
one share, and demanded repayment ef
themouoi. whigeh I promised to make
and give him seeurity.

The $560000 of the first mortgage
bonds of the Btandard Coal and Iron Co.,
delivered to Mr. Elkins by Mr. Brooks,
and receipted for by him on the 2ith of
May, 1882, as set forth in the statement
of Brooks, were deposited by Mr. Brooks
and myself as collateral seeurity to we-
curs tne payment of the amount advan-
eed or loaned to ma by Mr. Blaine, and
for no other purpose, and are so held to-
